m annered and ap p aren tly kindly, 
had once edited a school weekly In 
which he urged protection for chil­ 
dren and anim als. 
He has con­ 
fessed the atrocious crim e against 
the b an k e r’s son. 
It was pointed o u t 
th a t 
the 
case presented m any featu res p a r­ 
a lle lin g those of th e 
kidnaping 
and m urder of little M arian P a r­ 
ker by W illiam E. H ickm an, who 
is aw aiting execution at San Q uen­ 
tin penitentiary in California. 
F u k u n ag a in 1925 edited a h u ­ 
mane weekly edition of his school 
paper at W aialua in which he a d ­ 
vocated kindness to children and 
animals. 
The boy was th en con­ 
sidered one of the m ost prom ising 
pupils of his class. 
H e won the 
honor of delivering the salu tato ry 
oration at the graduation exercis­ 
es, and carried off his school ho n ­ 
ors during the national essay con­ 
test.

The n a r­ 
row stairw ays leading to

Moscow, the 
present 
capital, 
with a population of about 2,500,- 
000, resembles a city adjacent to 
an army camp in w ar time; how­ 
ever, the city 
is practically 
sur­ 
rounded by army camps with the 
soldiers in constant training and 
maneuvers, on the ground by day 
and in the air by night. Russia 
has a regular army in training of 
about 7D0.000 men. 
In justice to the new govern­ 
ment I must say th at it bas, ap­ 
parently accomplished the follow 
ing results: 
Established law and order and 
a stable currency based 
upon 
a 
gold standard; an apparently suc­ 
cessful operation of some 50,000 
miles of railways; the operation 
of large cities with modern utili­ 
ties and unusual facilities for the 
practical education of the masses 
of all ages; the successful opera­ 
tion of textile plants, producing 
and selling to the Russian people 
annually, goods of value in excess 
of one billion dollars; a govern- 
rnent with a very -large annual in­ 
c o m e -o v e r 
$2.000,000,000— de­ 
rived in the main from rents from 
farms and city property and from 
profits derived from government 
made goods, sold through govern­ 
ment and co-operative stores. 
Under the present order, pri­ 
vate business can neither thrive 
nor exist in Russia for the reason 
that the government has a mono­ 
poly on both raw 
material 
and 
finished products and the govern­ 
ment and co-operative stores are 
favored in both delivery of goods 
and prices.

Institutions Overcrowded 
at Present, Judge 
Yelland Says 


The overcrowded 
condition 
of 
our state institutions is causing 
grave concern among the probate 
judges of the various counties in 
Michigan, Probate Judge Judd Yel­ 
land said yesterday in calling at­ 
tention to the fact that at the re­ 
cent meeting of the Probate Judges 
association at Kalamazoo a reso­ 
lution was passed calling upon the 
state legislature to effect a pro­ 
gram of building to meet the situ 
ation. 
All the state institutions for the 
housing of feeble-minded, epiiep 
tics and juvenile delinquents have 
large waiting lists and there will 
be no relief in sight unless the liv 
ing quarters are enlarged, Probate 
Judge Yelland said. 
“Even in this county we have a 
problem,” Judge Yelland decalred. 
"At the present time, there are 12 
persons waiting to be taken to the 
state institutions. Four feeble-mind­ 
ed persons are at the present time 
being cared for at the county farm 
)at the county’s expense, and con­ 
ditions there are 
not 
especially 
suited for the handling 
of 
such 
cases. 
"The Newberry state hospital is 
crowded, there are 900 on the wait­ 
ing list at the Michigan Home and 
Training 
school at 
Lapeer, 
the 
Tichigan Farm Colony for Epllep- 
ics is taxed to capacity and simi­ 
lar crowded conditions 
exist 
at 
other state institutions.” 
Text of Resolution. 
The resolution passed at the Kal­ 
amazoo meeting read as follows: 
"The State Association of Pro­ 
bate Judges of Michigan views with 
grave concern the present over­ 
crowded conditions which prevail 
in our state institutions. 
Our hos­ 
pitals for the care of the insane 
are greatly over-crowded. 
Condi­ 
tions at the Pontiac State hospital 
are so acute and the waiting list 
at said institution is so large that 
in many cases patients cannot be 
received for the period of approxi­ 
mately one year after their com­ 
mitment* 
The condition 
at 
the 
Kalamazoo State hospital is rapid­ 
ly becoming worse as that insti­ 
tution is confronted with a waiting 
list making it impossible for them 
to care for patients as promptly as 
their condition requires. The situ­ 
ation at the Newberry State hos­ 
ta! and the Traverse City State 
hiRpital while not so acute as at 
th! other hospitals, requires imme- 
diftf* attention in view of the over­ 
crowded condition which exists at 
wth of these places. 
Epileptics Home Crowded. 
“The Michigan Farm Colony for 
Epileptics is likewise confronted 


with. a large waiting ilst so that 
it is impossible to obtain the ad­ 
mission of patients there for up­ 
wards of one year after their ad­ 
mission. 
The Michigan State Pub­ 
lic school at Coldwater is crowded 
to capacity and is likewise con­ 
fronted with a large waiting list 
with the result that the counties 
of the state are required to make 
temporary arrangements 
for 
the 
state wards committed 
to 
Cold­ 
water in their respective counties. 
“Conditions at the Girls Train­ 
ing school at Adrian and at the 
Boys Vocation school at Lansing 
are as to require an additional ex­ 
penditure at each of these insti­ 
tutions if the efficiency of these 
schools is to be maintained. 
In view of their over-crowded 
condition, however, we feel that 
^these two schools are functioning 
exceptionally well in meeting the 
demands made upon them. 
900 On W aiting List. 
“Conditions 
at 
the 
Michigan 
Home and Training school at La­ 
peer are perhaps worse than in any 
other of our state institutions. We 
are advised that the waiting list at 
this school has grown until there 
are approximately nine hundred pa­ 
tients who have been committed 
and who cannot be received and 
that in the ordinary 
course 
of 
events, it will require about three 
years to get a patient into the insti­ 
tution. 
“This association calls attention 
to the fact that 
the 
conditions 
above outlined have been growing 
worse over a period of many years 
due to the fact that the legislature 
has neglected from time to time 
to maintain these institutions in a 
manner to enable them to meet the 
growth of our population. 
“The situation now presented is 
most critical indeed as in the case 
of our insane and feeble-minded pa­ 
tients we have reached the point 
where the state is making no ef­ 
fort to care for these unfortunates. 
The attitude of the state in this 
regard presents an alarming situa­ 
tion which should not be permitted 
to continue. 
To withhold relief for 
insane and feeble-minded patients 
and throw them back upon the pub­ 
lic carries with it not only a great 
public manace but a lack of con­ 
sideration for these unfortunate in­ 
dividuals. 
It is not necessary to 
enumerate here the numerous in­ 
stances of suffering resulting from 
this neglect of care and attention. 
Ask Legislature’s Aid. 
“In view of the gravity of the 
situation above presented, 
it 
is 
therefore resolved by the Associa­ 
tion of Probate Judges of the State 
of Michigan that we favor a prompt 
and efficient program on the part 
of the next 
legislature 
whereby 
these conditions may be met. 
“And be it further resolved, that 
this association extends to the gov­ 
ernor of our state and to the legis­ 
lature every aid and assistance in 
its power to bring about a solution 
of these questions and an increase 
in the capacity of our state insti­ 
tutions so that this imperative sit­ 
uation may be relieved. 
“Be it further resolved, that the
